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A Man’s Vision: 
A Nation’s Nightmare 


OBERT MOSES is relatively unknown outside of New York, yet during the 
past half-century the meglamaniacal public builder has been the greatest 
single influence on the development of American highways (including expressways 
into cities) and on urban renewal and, through a combination of the two, on the 
shape and character of American cities. One of his admirers, Bertram D. Tallamy, 
chief administrative officer of the Interstate Highway System during the 1950s 
and 1960s, said that the System was built on principles he learned from Robert 
Moses during private lectures in 1926. Moses’ harshest critic, the philosopher and 
urbanologist, Lewis Mumford, did not mean it as a compliment when he said, “Іп 
the twentieth century, the influence of Robert Moses on the cities of America was 
greater than that of any other person." 

In developing the career of this seminal thinker in The Power Broker, Robert 
Caro has gone far beyond Moses’ uses and abuses of power in his highly praised 
1246 page biography. There are continual episodes illustrating the time-honored 
corrupt practices of big city politics and (what might be called) the "traditional" 
conflicts between special interests and the common good. Moses’ own long career 
illustrates the transformation of an idealistic dreamer into a ruthless power-op- 
erator. 

At first the power gained by political expedience, and an alliance with Gov- 
ernor Al Smith, was used to implement Moses’ visions; then, as power fed on it- 
self, Moses became a czar—unreachable by mayors, governors and other elected 
officials—who used power for his own aggrandisement. Most of all, the finely de- 
tailed book is important for its implications 10 America's transportation system 
and urban environmental structure, and the relationship between the two. 

Тһе implications derive from the position of New York as the paradigm of 
American cities. It is our largest city; it has some of our richest and some of our 
poorest citizens; it has some of the best of everything in America and some of the 
worst. 

Гһоцеһ its celebrated Broadway is fading as a national theatrical center, New 
York remains the nearest center we have for live theatre; it is the center of the 
publishing business (books and quality magazines), and, partly through that, a 
germinal place for intellectual ideas; it is the money center, Wall Street and 
banks, and the clothing manufacturing center, still something of a style setter 
(or at least an originator of widely copied models); it is the largest center of 
ethnic groups in the world—black, Puerto Ricans, Irish, Italian, Jews, Germans— 
and probably nearly every spoken language in the world can be heard there. It 
is the nation's leader in high fashion and crime, in fine restaurants and welfare 
rolls, in museums and ghettos. There is still an electric quality in the air to those 
on the way up and horrors to those on the way down. 

'Then, partly attributable to Moses' vision, the city and its environs, including 
commuters from Long Island, New Jersey, Westchester and Connecticut who 
compose the 14,000,000, have the worst traffic congestion outside a nightmare. 
Finally, the last mayor asserted that the city (meaning its five boroughs) was 
"unmanageable." (Continued on page 97

city lot, 1747 x 220’, in Charlottesville 
during the summer and fall of 1972. In 
that there were no significant outlooks 
from the property the premise of the 
site solution was that the house capital- 
ize on the view and activity potential 
within the confines of the lot itself.

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result was а long house sited tightly 
to one side of the property and pre- 
senting only the narrow entrance facade 
and garage structure to the street— re- 
serving the primary facade for an ex- 
pansive side yard.

ECONOMICALLY SPEAKING

* Behaviorists have long studied the 
impact of general consumer attitudes on 
each individual's many economic de- 
cisions. The real consequences of these 
psychological reactions both positive 
and negative, affect virtually all sectors 
of the economy. 

Recently, there has been an abun- 
dant evidence of the fact that even 
leading representatives of the various 
economic sectors have misinterpreted 
and consequently misrepresented both 
the facts and the effects of our current 
imbalances and maladjustments. I find 
it most unfortunate that many of these 
well-meaning but misdirected individ- 
uals do not recognize the consequences 
of their actions. Some examples and 
efTects can be categorized as follows: 


GLOOM AND DOOM THEORIES: 

Current commentaries of business 
leaders, economists, educators and gov- 
ernment officials seem to be laced with 
fears that the very foundation of the 
17,8. economy is doomed. Continuing 
negative assessments obviously cannot 
produce any positive reaction. What 
these promulgators fail to include in 
their comments is that, in fact, our 
economy is basically sound and remains 
the strongest in the world, in spite of 
a period of ill health. 


RIPPLING EFFECTS: 
Last year our country experienced 
the greatest test in the history of the 


world. There was an unprecedented co- 
incidental occurrence of five major 
shocks—double digit inflation, the en- 
ergy crisis, a President resigning in dis- 
repute, a new President who was un- 
elected and unprepared and an all-time 
recorded low in consumer confidence. 
Тһе effects of these shocks create an 
understandable fear in the minds of the 
citizenry. Most seriously affected key 
industries such as automobile and hous- 
ing produce substantial rippling effects 
which have widespread impact on other 
industries dependent on their welfare. 
Auto manufacturers are not only a key 
economic factor within themselves, but 
also support hundreds of dealers and 
small suppliers as well as being a ma- 
jor customer of other significant basic 
industries such as stcel, glass, rubber 
and plastic. As goes the housing indus- 
try’s welfare so goes the welfare of fur- 
niture, floor covering and appliances as 
well as the welfare of certain of the 
same significant basic industries. 

Any one of these shocks alone would 
be staggering to any other country. 
However, we not only took them pretty 
much in stride, but in nominal terms 
had the best economic year in history 
and even in real terms were off less 
than 2% from our best performance. 


GOVERNMENT INTERVENTION: 
Real fears are well founded when 


government intervenes in trying to solve 
economic problems.

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tion’s recent attempt, through a pub- 
lic relations campaign to the masses to 
help whip inflation was even counter- 
productive in my estimation because it 
failed to deal with the basic factors 
which cause and perpetuate inflation. A 
catchy slogan, a graphically vivid but- 
ton and a conglomerate of somewhat 
disjointed proposals cannot distract an 
individual’s concern about comprehen- 
sion, capacity and dedication of his 
government. To mobilize a nation on 
the basis of voluntary effort and re- 
straint without offering and effectively 
relating a comprehensive program for 
both the public and private sector with 
the incentives to encourage that action, 
will not work. 


REASSESSMENT: 
What is needed to cure the imbal- 
ances we currently experience is to let 
the free enterprise system, unhampered 
by governmental restrictions, regula- 
tions, administration, reporting require- 
ments, etc., function with the market 
place dictating and the law of supply 
and demand governir Government 
cannot solve anything. They certainly 
will not cure the economy by suggest- 
ing a tax decrease. That is a sad di- 
agnosis, for by the time the measure 
reaches fruition and begins to have an 
impact, more often than not it is coun- 
terproductive. 


The private and public sectors must 
redefine their approach in wielding in- 
fluence on economic policy. Certainly 
it is time to by-pass Washington in es- 
tablishing standards and procedures 
for the production of goods and serv- 
ices and convince our elected терге- 
sentatives and the rank and file of the 
adverse results assured whenever the 
government tampers with the economy. 
History has proven that our economy 
functions best when provided with a 
totally free enterprise environment. To 
talk of the benefits of that type of sys- 
tem coupled with the rewards and in- 
centives it offers, in my opinion, is 
both psychologically and, in fact, more 
effective than what are hearing 
too often today.

This is the fifth book in the 
aries, the third of the Farrar/Hines 
ollaboration, and even a brief glance 
ndicates the vast amount of research 
and "heart" involved. 

This volume details, editorially and 
ictorially, homes located in a triang- 
ular area of our state, west of the Fall 
Ane and east of the mountains known 
las the “Heart of Virginia." The apex 
lof the triangle is Albemarle County: 
the base is the border with North Caro- 
lina. The authors take us from Jeffer- 
son's Monticello in Albemarle County 
down to the Sutherlin Mansion—Last 
White House of the Confederacy in 
Pittsylvania County. There are stops 
between at some well known and some 
leser known homes including “Тһе 
Oaks" in Halifax County where Mrs. 
Farrar was born. 

Throughout, photography is excel- 
lent and, though necessarily brief, the 
descriptions are immensely informative 
both architecturally and historically. 
They are particularly interesting as we 
approach our nation's bicentennial 
since many of the locations and histori- 
cal figures involved in “Тһе Heart of 
Virginia" of 200 years ago are captured 
within the 247 page chronicle.

He joined the former 
Department of Highways as a survey 
arty member in 1931, became chief of 
В survey party in the state's Lynchburg 
ighway district in 1938, and was pro- 
oted to resident engineer at Wise т 
Southwest Virginia in 1947. 

He later was in charge of the depart-

ment’s Chatham residency office, and 
became assistant district engineer for 
the Lynchburg District in 1957. Treat 
assumed the chief administrative duties 
for the 14-county Richmond District in 
September of 1962. 

Among the major construction pro- 
jects completed in the district during 
his tenure are segments of Interstate 
Routes 64, 85, and 95, the Benjamin 
Harrison Bridge across the James River 
near Hopewell and the new Manchester 
Bridge over the James in downtown 
Richmond, Chippenham Parkway т 
Chesterfield County, and the dual- 
laning of Va. Route 10. 

His successor, Brett, is a 48-year-old 
native of Como, North Carolina. He 
attended elementary and high schools 
in Franklin, attended Carson-Newman 
College in Jefferson City, Tenn., and 
was graduated from Virginia Tech 
with a bachelor of science degree in 
civil engineering in 1949.

Nightmare 


Since New York is the paradigm of 
merican cities, it is natural that ur- 
an problems — such as governing, 
fansportation and traffic—would there 

concentrated and exaggerated to the 
joint of being well nigh insoluble. Also, 
nce New York is a pacesetter, it fol- 
pws that the city and its environs were 
ne most advanced in the nation in 
uilding inter-urban parkways and ur- 
an expressways, as well as parks and

So far advanced was New York in 
rban renewal that in 1957 when 
133,000,000 in public monies had been 
pent on all the cities of America with 
пе exception of New York, $267,000,- 
00 had been spent in New York- 
ісе as much as in all other American 
ities together. According to biographer 
ato, by 1960 urban renewal in New 
York under Moses “had produced more 
physical results . . . than in all other 
merican cities combined." 

Also in expressway years after 

orld War II, while politicians in most 
American cities were struggling іп the 
blanning stages of urban expressways, 

oses had practically completed six 
теа! expressways he had rammed 
hrough the city's massed apartment 
ouses. This pioneering feat looms as 
he more remarkable when it is realized 
hat the Bronx is the only one of the 
ive boroughs attached to the mainland, 
he others being islands, and even the 
ronx is separated from Manhattan by 

river. 

When other cities got around to 
building their own expressways, engi- 
neers from all over the country came 
о Moses for his secrets, the chief secret 
f which was how to remove people 
rom the expressways’ paths. The basis 
f Moses success was his lack of 
esitancy in uprooting people. He re- 
moved 250,000 people from their homes 
n order to make way for automobiles; 
he also removed an estimated 300,000 
plus persons for his public projects,

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such as Lincoln Center, the United Na- 
tions, etc. 

The bulk of the dispossessed were 
black, Puerto Rican and poor. The 
housing he rebuilt to replace that de- 
molished was predominantly for the 
well-to-do. That which Moses built 
specifically for the nonwhite poor was 
bleak and sterile, in locations that con- 
tributed to the ghettoization of the city, 
Тһе uprooted inhabitants reacted with 
rage and bitterness, and defaced their 
new cheap public buildings. Cato sum- 
marized, Moses “had built more hous- 
ing than any public official in history, 
but the city was starved for housing." 

It is difficult to describe briefly the 
source of Moses’ awesome power. Basic- 
ally, the Triborough Bridge and Tunnel 
Authority (referred to as “Тті- 
borough") formed the center for the 
autonomous sovereignty he built of a 
loose confederation of four public au- 
thorities plus the New York City Park 
Department and the Long Island State 
Park Commission. No one in New York 
City or Albany had ever intended that 
such power be concentrated in a single 
authority. Moses, a master draftsman of 
legislative amendments, buried appar- 
ently innocuous amendments in the 
body of authorizing acts and slipped 
past the mayor and the General Assem- 
bly acts which solidified and perpet- 
uated his command of billions of dol- 
lars, including the right to issue bonds 
and refund bonds, and control all rev- 
enues. Instead of being the creature of 
the city, Moses’ Triborough was re- 
sponsible only to him. 


Robert Moses was born of modestly 
rich parents. His mother, an aggressive 
woman who fancied herself as "Lady 
Bountiful" to distressed immigrants, 
gave Moses the solid encouragement 
of supporting him and his family most 
of his life in order that he might devote 
himself to public service. Tall, hand- 
some and arrogant, educated at Yale 
and at Oxford, through family connec- 
tions he was appointed in his early 
twenties to the prestigious Bureau of 
Municipal Research. 'The Bureau, sup- 
ported by the city's businessmen, was 
primarily concerned with developing an 
efficient system for New York's govern- 
ment which would eliminate the possi- 
bility of corruption and its wastefulness. 
Secondarily, as Moses wrote in his 
thesis for the Bureau’s Training School, 
they were to produce “the system of the 
future in American cities." 

In this period, Moses was a ball of 
fire of youthful idealism and impatient 
zcal. He produced all manner of sug- 
gested reforms, some striking at the 
heart of the practices of graft and 
wastefulness. The big wheels of Tam- 
many watched these threatening 
goings-on without protest. АП the while 
these eminently practical politicians 
were quietly using all their corrupt 
powers to sabotage, and even make 
ridiculous, the young zealot's reforms. 
Within a few years Moses was a figure 
of futility, surrounded by ill wishers. 

From this humiliating desuetude he 
was snatched in 1918 and at the age 
of thirty began his true career. Al Smith 
had just been elected governor and, 
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while a devoted Tammany-ite, he sin- 
cerely wanted to make good оп his 
campaign promises of reorganizing the 
state’s political machinery and of 
sweeping social welfare reforms. To 
this end Smith had appointed the usual 
commission of distinguished citizens but 
for the commission’s executive head he 
had appointed the most unusual Mrs. 
Belle Moskowitz. This quiet, plump 
motherly looking matron possessed an 
unmatched political acumen, For rea- 
sons never explained, Mrs. Moskowitz 
picked Moses to be “chief-of-staff” of 
her active force of about fifty assistants. 


Having already learned the useless- 
ness of ideals that could not be put into 
practice, from his mentor Moses learned 
“the art of the possible.” In those heady 
years with Al Smith, Moses did not 
abandon his ideals, as Mrs. Moskowitz 
was a true reformer. He learned slowly, 
and sometimes painfully, how to com- 
promise, how to gather allies and how 
to avoid stepping on toes: he learned 
how to make deals. And he learned 
every trick in drafting legislation. 

In or about 1924 Moses, with Smith’s 
support, started on what became his 
public works career. Oddly for such a 
cold man, though not untypical of those 
rich who never had to be self-support- 
ing, he first interested himself in a 
project for New York’s masses. Almost 
as if looking for an objective for his 
public service ambitions, he settled on 
the huge portions of Long Island’s 
eighty miles that were kept inaccessible 
to the tens of thousands of New York 
families who on Sundays sought escape 
from the sidewalks’ heat on a beach or 
picnic grounds. 

The fashionable North Shore, facing 
the Sound, was blocked off by the large 
walled estates of multi-millionaires, 
whose private police forces kept out in- 
truders; the south shore, on the At- 
lantic, was largely the preserve of the 
“baymen,” a fierce independent breed 
who for generations had worked the 
ocean for oysters, clams and smelts, and 
were hostile to all outsiders, especially 
the “foreigners” from the city. Toward 
the eastern end of the south shore were 
several large preserves held by a few 
rich men. 


Although there were relatively few 
cars in America in the mid-twenties, 
among the millions of New York's in- 
habitants, there were thousands of cars 
available for the Sunday outings. But 
the roads were few, narrow and primi- 
tive, mostly kept in a state of disrepair 
at the behest of the North Shore barons 
to discourage the public. On a typical 
Sunday, four hours was required by the 
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desperate fugitives from the city to g 
32.4 miles, and nowhere near eith 
shore. The barons also controlled tl 
Long Island Rail Road, whose Nor 
Shore lines were kept in particular 
wretched condition. 

So Robert Moses’ first dream of ma 
ing beaches (he later had built Jon 
Beach), and woodsy parks available fi 
masses of people, involved road-buil 
ing and all the strugeles that were 
characterize his fully burgeoned care 

-finagling for favorable legislation, a 
quiring rights of way, evicting peop 
from their property, dismissing custo 
and local preference, and confronti 
formidable enemies. In this first b 
fight in the Long Island arena Mose| 
high-handedness caused him a lot 
trouble, including court trials, and 
might well have been finished rig! 
there except for the support of 
Smith. 

Of course, victory fed his natural a 
rogance and refined his techniques. G 
ing way beyond Tammany, which hel 
voters by giving Christmas turkeys an| 
passing out bags of coal to the need 
Moses developed allies among the 40 
who, he discovered, enjoyed big favo: 
as much as the poor enjoyed turkey: 
Yet, when he first enlarged his drea 
from Long Island to the five borough: 
in the early going he was acting still f 
the common good—at least, ассог 
to his lights. That is, he built park 
and playgrounds, but they were not i 
neighborhoods to benefit the poor. 

It was after World War II, when th 
multiplicity of his suburban parkway| 
and urban expressways brought th 
swarms of cars into New York's alread: 
congested streets, that Moses’ powe 
seemed to have become an end in itsel 
In his obsession with power Mose 
building mania no longer related to th 
needs of the city. As he totally neg 
lected mass transformation as a criti 
noted, the only thing as “awesome” a 
Moses' inter-urban highway system wa 
the traffic congestion on the parkway: 
bridges and tunnels leading to Man 
hattan, where city traffic could be de 
scribed as bedlam. Partly as а resul 
of his urban renewal, the spread o 
ghettos, with their concentration of the 
poor and nonwhite, narrowed the баз 
base while the welfare burden grew anc 
crime flowed out of the ghettos. The 
consequence was that the high costs 
the nerve-wracking inconveniences anc 
the fear of crime in the streets, causec 
an exodus of affluent middle class citi. 
zens and business firms. 

In being the first American to trans. 
form a city into a place for automobiles 
Moses suffered one supreme irony: the 
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у parks of which he was so proud 
came as inaccessible as the old 
retches of Long Island, because New 
rkers were afraid to use them. The 
t park of his dreams, back in the 
rly twenties, was Riverside Park. 
The inside of Riverside Drive is 
сКей solid with apartment houses 
d a few houses which had once been 
ivate residences. The far sidewalk ad- 
ins a grassy, tree-shaded slope at the 
ttom of which the New York Central 
acks ran between the hillside and the 
ver. In the pre-Moses era, this hill 
аз a pleasantly restful oasis frequented 
Columbia University students and 
ople of all ages from the neighbor- 
od. In the spring afternoons it was an 
^al spot to study or read, and many а 
iscussion for solving the problems of 
e world was held between converging 
roups above the broad, beautiful Hud- 
n. In summer evenings, couples would 
roll there and sit on the benches or 
rawl on the grass. 
Moses had the railroad tracks hand- 
mely covered, although this beauti- 
cation did not extend northward be- 
ond the Columbia neighborhood into 
he less affluent and finally poor sec- 
ons. By this access to the river, he 
reated yacht basins and such like. Ad- 
itional landscaping was done on the 
nformal hillside, deepening the shad- 
ws after dark. The public buses going 
owntown stop on this far side of the 
treet. But at night the residents of the 
partment houses on the inside of the 
rive, and from the neighboring side 
treets, are afraid to cross the Drive to 
se the buses. The formerly charming 
asis has become а stamping-ground 
ог muggers and rapists and an aggres- 
ive form of sick perverts. Only the 
rave live on Riverside Drive as in 
nuch else of the city that once offered 
о many, stable, attractive neighbor- 
10045, like a collection of small cities. 
This concatenation of dismal effects 
Í Moses’ obsessive destruction and 
'onstruction was caused at least in part 
y his consistent defeat of every at- 
empt made to create a master plan 
which, as biographer Cato states, 
‘would have enabled the city to de- 
jelop on a rational, logical, uniform 
attern.” Of course, no one man could 
ave ruined a once great city in forty 
years. Many of their problems are en- 
lemic to the modern American city. 
ut many of New York’s problems, 
nd of those cities which followed in 
Лозез’ wake, would have been avoided, 
r at least ameliorated, if the com- 
ulsive urban renewer and highway- 
xpressway builder could have been 
persuaded to exercise some restraint in 
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the play of his obsession and to rela 
his "public works" to the other nee 
of the city in some master plan. 

During the past decade when, 
Cato believes, “it was too late for it 
do much good," a master plan wá 
finally adopted after Moses was shor 
of his power. During the 1960s Mose 
wings began to be clipped by Governq 
Nelson Rockefeller. Early in Rock 
feller’s governorhip it was evident 
observers that the state was not bi 
enough for two men of such coloss 
arrogance. Rockefeller himself мапе 
to be the big spender and here Mose 
in the past fifteen years, independer 
of any control, had spent nearly fo 
and one-half billion dollars on publi 
works, almost one billion more than tk 
government of the financially strappe 
city had spent on all its services. 'The 
Rockefeller was genuinely interested i 
mass transportation, which was ob 
viously the trend of the future, whil 
Moses (who never drove an automo 
bile) was still in thrall to his highwa 
dreams that had been so advanced i 
1924. 

As a reviewer of The Power Broke| 
wrote, despite all pressures and evi 
dence of changing needs, “visions c 
cloverleafs danced in his head." 

The Rockefeller- Moses showdown ос 
curred over ? 
power, the Triborough, in June 196 
when the autocrat of forty-four year| 
was seventy-nine. Rockefeller got Mose| 
to hold still for a merger of 'Triboroug 
into the governor's state Metropolita 
Transportation Authority by giving th 
old man a promise he later broke an 
by evading legal technicalities, which 
would have prevented the merger 
through his brother David, whos 
Chase Manhattan bank became truste 
for Triborough’s $367,200,000 in un 
redeemed bonds. 

Moses! meglamaniacal career would 
appear to provide lessons for othe 
cities. But Moses’ heritage is not en 
tirely ashes: as incredible as it mish 
seem, there are actually cities at presen 
copying those policies which Moses firs 
envisioned to meet {йе traffic condition 
of 1924. Maybe these modern powe 
brokers have a death-wish for thei 
cities, Or maybe they are in cahoots 
with suburbanites in a tacit plan tq 
hurry the total liquidation of the cen 
tral cities. There doesn't seem to b 
any other explanation for following 4 
lead, now generally being repudiated 
across the nation's cities, that ended ir 
spectacular disaster in the once grea 
city where it originated.
